At about 2 o’clock on the morn- 
ing of the 29th, a quaytermaster was on 
duty and the reat of the crew had either 
turned in or were on shore leave, It 
appeared that.at about that hour a boat 
came alongside the ship anda number 
of men chimbered on deck. They were 
armed .with revolvers, and they must 
have divided into two parties. One set 
entered the compradore’s cabin,.an the 
starboard side, and the other set went 
to the quartermasters’ cabin on the port 
side.

GROWING UNEASINESS, 


NO CONFIDENCE IN REPUBLICAN BANK NOTES: 
ae June ith. 

Matters fook rather serious in finan- 
cial circles just at present and the prin- 
cipal cause is the gradual depreciation in 
the value of the local notes. Ever since 
the’ Revolution it has . been continually 
stated that there is no reserve for -the 
notes which have been issued and that 
they are only worth the. paper they are 
written on, This may or may not be 0; 
but’ cortain it is ‘that the public have no 
very great faith in the local paper cur- 
roncy, and this has been shown all slong 
by a reluctanes on the part of merchants, 
business-nien and shop-keepers to accept 
anything but silver. Now the matter has 
reached a real danger point, On Thurs: 
day local notes were at a discount of 
13,75 per cent.; on Friday it rose to 19 
per cent, -discount, and the Governor 
iesued a proclamation calling upen all 
to accept and tender the notes at face 
value, stating that if this wero done all 
would be well. The effect of this pro- 
clamation was, to cause the: discount to 
rise on Friday night to 22 per cent., and 
on Saturday morning it jumped to 28 
per cent., so that Mr. Wu's proslaniation 
has had rather the effect of shaking the 
faith of the people. What the ultimate 
end of all this will be no one knows; but 
yesterday soldiers were on guard outside 
thé: more important banks and exchange 
shops‘and there were many more police 
patrolling the streets than usual. 

_ #4 TRADE REPORT. 

A wort of trade report has been issued 
to show the state of affairs at present ob- 
taining in the city and surroundings, but 
aa it is very vague it is not of any very 
great value. . It begins by stating that 
for the last two or three months silver 
has not -beon coming in; hence the dis 
count on notes and the. preqarious state 
of banks, In silk piece goods: very, little 
business has been done on account of the 
unsettled state of the’ country, and. this 
business ix not expeeted to improve until 
the question of money is settled. CGold- 
smiths and jewellers have been busy more 
or less since the beginning of the year, 
as, for one thing, there was a big demand 
for gold chains and signet rings from offi- 
cers in the army and from people of the 
better ‘class who .had: adopted European 
clothes.
